Starting  at  the  Top 

Several  months  ago  I  watched  on  television 
as  two  stalwart  and  intrepid  young  men  sealed 
one  of  Yosemite's  most  challenging  and 
foreboding  mountains.  It  was  practically 
straight  up  all  the  way.  a  seemingly  impossi¬ 
ble  task.  With  great  skill  and  unbounded  deter¬ 
mination.  and  after  months  of  preparation,  these 
two  young  men  made  their  way  slowly  and 
painstakingly,  securing  their  ropes,  resting 
brietly  at  prescribed  spots  and.  after  two  days 
of  steady  climbing,  they  reached  the  top  of  the 
mountain.  They  were  filled  w  ith  exhilaration 
as  they  beheld  the  awe-inspiring  view  that 
stretched  far  into  the  distance  on  all  slides.  They 
had  dared  and  they  had  achieved. 

We  Jews  do  not  climb  our  mountain  of 
religious  experience  in  the  same  way.  Perhaps 
it  would  be  better  if  we  did?  For  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  an  exhilarating  religious  experience  also 
requires  slow  and  steady  climbing  upward. 
Logically  we  should  start  with  daily  prayer, 
then  regular  Sabbath  prayer  together  with  the 
acquisition  of  know  ledge  of  what  we  mean 
when  we  pray.  Then  as  a  climax  we  should 
stand  on  the  mountain  top  in  awe  and  observe 
the  wonder  and  majesty  of  God's  creation. 

But  perv  erse  people  that  we  are.  we  start  our 
year  at  the  top  of  the  mountain!  As  soon  as  the 
summer  is  done  and  the  cool  crisp  days  of 
autumn  dawn,  we  hasten  to  our  synagogue  in 
great  number  and  make  the  instant  ascent  to  the 
apogee  of  our  religious  year  -  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur.  The  most  awesome  prayers, 
the  most  fundamental  issues  of  life  and  death, 
the  most  agonizing  process  of  self-evaluation, 
and  the  crucial  question  of  the  kind  of  future 
we  shall  make  for  ourselves  -  these  and  many 
more  make  up  these  holy  days  of  introspection, 
of  stark  honesty  with  ourselves  and  our  cons¬ 
ciences  and  of  closeness  to  God. 

The  experience  of  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom 
Kippur  is  certainly  the  highest  point  in  our 
Jewish  year  -  the  mountain  top.  But  the  view' 
from  the  top  can  be  more  beautiful,  more  mean¬ 
ingful.  more  valuable,  for  those  who  prepare 
for  it.  Even  though  our  ascent  to  the  peak  is 
swift,  yet  preparation  endows  the  experience 


with  the  appreciation  w'hich  otherwise  may  not 
come.  How  is  this  done?  We  sound  the  shofar 
at  daily  chapel  services  during  the  month  before 
the  High  Holy  Days  to  herald  their  advent.  We 
meet  at  the  synagogue  for  the  Selihot  Service 
on  the  evening  of  September  7,  a  moving  ser¬ 
vice  which  sets  the  mood  for  the  Days  of  Awe. 
It  would  help  too  if  we  picked  up  the  Mahzor 
and  re-acquainted  ourselves  w  ith  the  prayers  we 
shall  offer  during  the  High  Holy  Days,  and  a 
book  from  the  Rothschild  Library  that  illumines 
these  days  like  Agnon's  Days  of  Awe. 

Once  we  get  to  the  glorious  mountain  top  let 
us  not  make  a  hasty  descent.  Let  us  try 
somehow  to  retain  some  of  the  grandeur  we 
have  seen  there  and  savor  it  during  the  year  as 
we  continue  to  pray  and  to  marvel  at  the  wonder 
of  life. 

A  happy,  healthful  and  fulfilling  New  Year 
to  you  and  to  those  vou  love.  Judah  Nadieh

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
is  centered  primarily  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in 
the  home  where  family  members  prepare  to 
meet  the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in 
a  mood  conducive  to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with 
a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and 
wine.  Round  challot,  symbolizing  a  full,  round 
year,  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet 
year  complete  the  symbolic  representations  on 
the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting 
of  candles  and  the  kiddush  which  precedes  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles:

Erev  Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue, 
but  the  meal  which  precedes  the  Fast  (Erev  Kol 
Nidre)  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early 
so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue 
before  sundown. 

Following  the  Grace  After  Meals  -  the  Birkat 
haMazon  -  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited:

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  bar/bat  mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  if  they 
are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical 
pleasure  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath 
of  Sabbaths”.  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradi¬ 
tion  state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health 
is  a  prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or 
weak,  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to 
consult  a  physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 


Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
each  close  family  member  who  has  died. 
Memorial  lights  must  be  lit  before  the  holiday 
candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  The  Children 

It  is  a  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 
Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 
prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each 
child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel  as  were  Ephraim 
and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel  as  were 
our  mothers,  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

Also  at  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house 
to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowing¬ 
ly  or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 


In  Our  Synagogue 

During  the  Hebrew  month  of  Elul,  it  is  a 
tradition  to  sound  the  shofar  daily  in  the 
synagogue  to  signal  the  approach  of  the  High 
Holy  Day  season.  This  year  the  month  of  Elul 
corresponds  to  the  English  dates  of  Sunday, 
August  18  to  Sunday,  September  15. 

Hebrew  Crash  Course 

This  course  is  a  superb  opportunity  for  those 
people  who  do  not  know  how  to  read  Hebrew 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  High  Holy  Days. 
Master  teacher  Vivian  Finkel  GUARANTEES 
that  anyone  who  attends  all  the  sessions  of  this 
course  will  be  able  to  follow  the  Hebrew  text 
of  the  High  Holy  Day  prayer  book. 

The  course  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September 
3  and  will  meet  on  September  3,  4,  5,  9,  10, 
11  and  12  from  7:30  -  9  p.m. 

Sharing  the  Holidays 

It  is  nice  to  think  of  the  congregation  as  our 
extended  family  and  it  is  in  this  spirit  that  the 
Holiday  Sharing  Committee  is  reaching  out 
once  again  through  its  letter  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion  and  asking  members  of  the  congregation 
to  identify  themselves  to  the  committee  either 
as  wishing  to  invite  a  fellow  congregant  who 
is  alone  at  holiday  time  or  to  be  an  invitee. 

Selihot  Service 

Setting  the  tone  for  the  High  Holy  Days,  with 
its  theme  of  repentance  and  renewal,  is  the 
Selihot  Service,  conducted  by  Cantor 
Lefkowitz,  which  takes  place  on  Saturday  even¬ 
ing,  September  7  at  10  p.m. 

Prior  to  the  service,  at  8:15  p.m.  the  con¬ 
gregation  is  invited  to  a  coffee  hour  after  which

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  CONGREGATION 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Welcome  to  the  one  hundred  and  third  an¬ 
nual  congregational  meeting  of  the  membership 
of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  I  would  like  to 
review  with  you  highlights  of  this  past  year. 

Our  membership  now  numbers  over  1,200 
families,  an  all-time  high.  In  November  we 
hosted  a  beautiful  champagne  reception  for  our 
150  new  families;  we  thank  Harriet  and  Herb 
Feiwel  for  chairing  that  lovely  event. 

Congregants  occupied  virtually  every  seat  for 
the  High  Holidays.  Because  of  the  back-log  of 
members  waiting  for  seat  assignments,  and  the 
expectation  of  many  more  new  members 
wishing  to  join,  the  Ritual  Committee  and  the 
Board  considered  the  possibility  of  holding  an 
auxiliary  service  outside  the  Synagogue  for  the 
coming  High  Holidays.  However,  the  logistics 
made  this  a  very  difficult  task  and.  therefore, 
we  decided  not  to  proceed  at  this  time. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  large  attendance  at 
Shabbat  morning  services,  celebrating  a  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  virtually  every  week.  Our  Rabbis, 
Cantor.  Assistant  Cantor,  Organist  and  Choir, 
Head  Usher  and  his  committee  of  Ushers,  all 
contributed  greatly  to  the  beauty  and  dignity  of 
our  services.

Our 
Morning  Minyan  held  on  Thursdays  at  7:30 
a.m.  continues  to  increase  in  attendance.  Our 
special  thanks  to  Anita  Gluck,  our  Thursday 
morning  Shamus.  But,  while  the  afternoon  Mi¬ 
nyan  continues  to  meet  year-round,  there  have 
been  many  days  where  it  has  been  a  struggle 
to  get  a  Minyan  at  5:45  p.m.  It  is  vital  that  we 
have  a  daily  Minyan,  and  I  invite  and  encourage 
you  to  attend  as  often  as  possible. 

The  Friday  evening  Shabbat  Dinners,  held  in 
the  Synagogue,  continued  under  the  leadership 
of  Nancy  Treiger  and  Miriam  Wallerstein.  Over 
600  people  attended  these  monthly  dinners 
which  were  a  great  success. 

There  were  two  Liturgical  Services  of  special 
merit,  performed  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz,  with  the 
Synagogue  Concert  Choir,  under  the  direction 
of  Abraham  Kaplan,  with  Neil  Robinson  at  the 
organ. 

The  parties  at  Hanukkah  and  Purim  were  at¬ 
tended  by  approximately  500  people.  We  also 
had  a  Hanukkah  Party  for  adults  which  was  at¬ 
tended  by  several  hundred  congregants.  It 
featured  a  combination  of  dance  and  disco  to 
satisfy  all  generations. 

Our  annual  Shabbaton,  held  in  January,  was 
co-chaired  by  Alan  Levine  and  Ruth  Ritterband. 
Chancellor  Gerson  D.  Cohen,  a  renowned 
scholar,  delivered  the  Dorothy  Tager  Lectures. 
We  had  more  than  200  people  in  attendance 
both  on  Friday  evening  and  for  lunch  on  Satur¬ 
day.  Chancellor  Cohen  enthralled  our  con¬ 
gregants  with  an  historic  and  modern  view  of 
the  Psalms.  It  was  a  most  memorable  event. 

Our  annual  dinner  benefiting  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  honored  our  member, 
Ralph  Lauren,  and  was  chaired  by  Joanne  Davis 
and  Gerald  Silbert. 

We  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  educational 
commitment  of  Edith  Paul,  Principal  of  the 
Early  Childhood  Center;  Rahel  Bolch,  Principal 
of  the  Primary  and  Elementary  School  and  Peter 
Geffen,  Principal  of  the  High  School,  who 
together  strive  for  the  excellence  in  education 
which  has  made  our  school  the  best  in  New 
York  City.  Our  Nursery  School,  which  was 
severely  decimated  during  construction  of  our 
new  building,  has  increased  its  enrollment  to 
full  capacity  and  taken  its  palce  among  the  finest 
of  its  kind  in  the  city.  Mrs.  Bloch,  of  course, 
in  her  most  able  fashion,  will  continue  to  at¬ 
tend  to  the  250  students  who  make  up  our 
Elementary  School.  You  are  also  no  doubt 
aware  that  Peter  Geffen  is  leaving,  and  we  wish 
him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  new  position.  For 
the  coming  year.  Rabbi  Wechsler  will  be  the 


Prinicipal  of  the  High  School  and  Larry  Zelnick 
will  assist  him  in  that  undertaking.  Both  arc 
deeply  involved  with  staff  and  students  in  the 
planning  for  the  coming  year. 

In  addition,  I  wish  to  thank  Eleanor  From- 
mer  and  A.  Stanley  Gluck,  co-chairmen  of  the 
School  Board,  for  their  leadership  of  this  all- 
important  committee.  Also,  the  Goals  Commit¬ 
tee,  an  ml  hoc  committee  of  the  School  Board, 
chaired  by  Joanne  Davis,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Principals  and  teachers,  concluded  its  in- 
depth  study  of  each  division  during  these  past 
two  years.  Many  of  their  excellent  recommen¬ 
dations  have  been  implemented. 

Under  the  direction  of  Rabbi  Harlan  J. 
Wechsler,  and  chaired  by  Alan  Levine,  our 
Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  had  a 
most  successful  year.

Neil  Robinson  was  honored  by  the  congrega¬ 
tion  at  a  Shabbat  Service  for  20  years  of  devoted 
service  as  organist.  We  look  forward  to  many 
more  years  of  association  with  Neil. 

The  Arms  of  the  Synagogue  had  an  outstan¬ 
ding  year  of  programs  and  events.  Some 
highlights  are: 

The  Sisterhood,  under  the  leadership  of  Han¬ 
na  Lyttle,  have  operated  our  Gift  Shop, 
beautifully  prepared  the  weekly  congregational 
kiddushim  after  services,  as  well  as  a  series  of 
programs  with  noted  speakers  such  as  Kenneth 
Bialkin  and  Joan  Peters.  In  addition,  the  finan¬ 
cial  support  that  they  have  rendered  to  the 
Synagogue  has  been  invaluable. 

The  Women’s  Evening  Group,  chaired  by 
Elaine  Prince  and  Ruth  Rothseid,  sponsored  in¬ 
teresting  programs  with  speakers  such  as  Rita 
Hauser,  and  a  very  successful  -  and  financially 
rewarding  for  the  Synagogue  —  gala  Auction 
and  Supper.  .  .
